9. (Previously Presented) A first data processing system having at least a processor and an 
accessible memory, comprising: 

means for receiving, in a first data processing system, a request for a first data page from 

a second data processing system; 
means for sending, in response to the request firom the second data processing system, a 

reduced-content page, corresponding to the first data page, to the second data 

processing system; and 
means for sending, ia response to the request firom the second data processing system, the 

first data page to a third data processing system used by a nser of the second data 

processing system but separate and distinct ficom the second data processing 

system; 

wherein the second data processing system communicates with the first data processing 
system over -a more expeaisive connection than the third data processing system 
commuiiicates with the first data processing system.

17. (Previously Presented) A computer program product having computer-readable code on a 
computer-readahle medium, comprising: 

instractions for receiving, in a first data processing system, a request for a first data page 

fiom a second data processing system; 
instructions for sending^ in response to the request from the second data processing 

system, a reduced-content page, corresponding to the first data page, to the second 

• data processing system; and 
instractions for sending, in response to the request fi-om the second data processing 

systetn, the first data page to a third data processing system used by a user of the 

second data processing system but separately and distinct from the second data 

processing system; 

wherein the second data processing system communicates with the first data processing 
system over a more expensive coimeotion than the third data processing system 
commxanicates with the first data processing system-
